strange story of robbery aud restitu- 
tion comes from the town of Ledyard. 
A few days ago burglara entered the 
country seat of Capt. H. M. Randall, a 
prosperous resident of that town, and 
stole $15,000 of United States govern- 
ment bonds and other securities. Capt. 
tain Randall's residence is a wide, 
breezy, old-fashioned farm house. Just 
before the robbero Captain Randall 
and his wife sailed for New York in 
the 
captain's 
large 
three-masted 
schooner, the Hettie V. Kelsey. Mrs. 
Randall returned to her home a few 
days later, leaving her husband in 
New York. During the absence of 
the family the house was left in charge 
of Mrs. Randall's iatuer, an elderly 
gentleman, and his sister. At no time 
in the absence of Mrs. Randall were 
the suspicion of the occupants of the 
house aroused. Ou one day onlj 4id 
they leave the dwelling iinoccùpjed. 
As soon as Mrs. Randàlt had eetui'ned 
she-discovered that thé large private 
desk of tha Captâîn had been opened 
and the 
totettts 
disturbed. 
She 
found that thl^seaeral savingH bank 
books, government bonds, Atlantic In- 
surance company'ii scrip registered in 
E^rtford, andi other papers, among 
which were notes ot large nmounts, 
had been taken. Mrs. Randall came 
to this city at once, and telegraphed 
that' payment 
be stopped on the 
bonds. Captain Randall was apprised 
of the robbery by telegraph, and he 
came on at olice. He placed the ca?e 
in the hands of a detective, who set to 
work with official zeal and sagacity. 
In other words he made no progress 
and no discovery. 


A few days, ago, on a bright autum- 
nal morning, Mrs. Randall was chat- 
ting about the robbery with a lady 
friend on the lawn in front of her 
house. The doors and many of the 
windows were open. 
When Mrs, 
Randall came out of the house, no 
one was left within. Everything in- 
side was in its usual position. 
A 
quarter of an hour later she returned 
to the dwelling. 
An errand led her 
to the room in which was the desk of 
the captain. Her astonisment may 
be imagined at discovering the box 
containicg the missing securities on a 
aiaiid neàr the desk. She eagerly 
opened it, and her surprise was re- 
doubled at finding the securities with- 
in and undisturbed.

property was stolen and returned, and 
a» ph&t manner, are still puzzles for

LONOON, Nov. 4.—^The Daily Tele- 
graph devotes its leading article to 
the election. 
It sa J s so far as the 
national issues are concerned the 
democratic party has fought and lost 
ita last great battle. No further presi- 
dential campaign will be conducted 
under the banner which was original- 
ly hoisted by Thomas Jefferson, and 
which symbolized hatred to England 
as the foremost plank of its platform. 
That this feeling has passed away is 
clearly evident by the fact that in the 
struggle between Garfield and Han- 
cock the sympathies of the Eoglish- 
men have been all along in favor of 
the former. The success of the re- 
publican candidate presages not only 
a continuation but furrher extension 
of that prosperity which set in two 
years ago.

The Repub- 
lican governors are elected in Colo- 
rado, Connecticut, Illinois, Kansas, 
Massachusetts, Michigan and New 
Haven. The democrats elect govern- 
ors in Florida, Missouri, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Texas, with 
Tennesse in doubt. 


NEW TOBK. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—The examina- 
tion of Kenward Philp, charged with 
maliciously libelling General Garfield, 
was resumed this 
morning before

but, after a short talk with his coun- 
sel, picked up his hat and left. Jo- 
seph Hart, publisher of Truth, was 
called for the defense and testified : 


The Morey letter, which you hand 
me, I first saw on October 18 ; receiv- 
ed that letter through the mail ; I had 
received many letters with political 
cards in them ; I was about to des- 
troy this one; there were two letters 
in the envelops and a card, which was 
nearly the cause oí my destroying 
them all; I thought the letter was a 
peculiar one; Mr. Louis J. Po.st, Mr.

Ferner and Jiiysell" examined it the 
next day; submitted it toa micro- 
scopical examination, but not feeling 
prepared to publish wthout having it 
DECLARED GENUINE. 


We notified rhe national democratic 
committee and Mr- Randall, Mr. Bar- 
num and others examined it and then 
we 
published 
a fac-simile. Philp 
never saw the letter until it appeared 
in the fac-aimile; he knew there was a 
letter, but did not know what it waa. 


Cross-examined : I have been pub- 
lisher of the Truth since July last; 
after showing the letter to Speaker 
Randall, Abram S. Hewett, Mr. Scott,
